The honegrable and learned gentleman trufted, the candour 
“and difcretion of the Houfe would not permit them to go into

~ ent‘opinion. ‘Thefe kind of declarations were, in his mind, a 
very weighty reafon why they thould. ‘The ftate of public af- 
fairs ‘admitted no hefitation on their part ; and to accede to 
~ the learned Gentleman’s withes would, in his opinion, be obli- 
ing him and his coadjutors at the expence of their own diggity, 
independence, and honour. 
Mr Banks faid, after the declaration of the Right Hon. 
Gentleman, he was not‘certain that any thing he might have to 
’ “offer would prove fatisfaétory. For the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man had afferted, that the word: even of the Minilter, were he 
prefent, on fuch a point would not be taken. For his part, he 
had authority to declare, that the Minifter bad nov fach inten- 
tion whatever, either to diffolve or proregue the Parliament.

Houfe were all on.public grounds. On this account he was not 
willing to troft toiprivate declarations, efpecially as thefe ‘decla- 
‘sations ‘could only refpeé an individual, where many were con- 
cerned ; and to put the matter in the ftrongeft and faire(t man- 
ner. poffible, he owned he could not expect in fuch circumftan- 
ces, that the Houfe could place any confidence in him. 

It had been faid by an Hon. Gentleman, that another propo- 
fitiun on India affairs would be offered with the confent of the 
Company, and that it was to be hoped it would ‘be acceptable 
under a form thus qualified. But how could the Hon. Gentle- 
fan anfwer for the approbation of the Houfe? “What fymptoms 
had theg given of their willingnefs to acquiefce in a meafure fo 
qualified? The Hoowfe are fenfible what meafure fhould be 
adopted, and will no doubt act accordingly. But furely it is at 
leaft not very certain, that after ftamping one meafure with the 
ftrongeft approbation, they will adopt immediately another ma 
terially different. out ; 

Mr Bankfrofe to explain, and faid he would afk the Right 
Hon. Gentleman, whether under fuch. circumftances with’ his 
Right Hon. Friend, not then in the Hoafe, he would aé& with 
any one who gave an advice {0 contrary to all which he had 
made in this public manner. 

Lord Mahon alfo rofe, and afked the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man whether he could {tay in place, and become anfwerable for 
an advice againft which he had thus openly and unequivocally 
pledged his word; and if he found himfelf incapable of doing 
fo, it was but juttice to fappofe his Right Hon. relation eqaal- 
ly incapable. ‘This, therefore, he concluded, was, in his appre- 
henfion, fufficient to negative the Addrefs, as it proceeded not 
only on a miftake, but on the apprehenfion of fuch a danger as 
chey now‘ could not but believe was by no means impending.
